Plastic bottle burns clean 
and can be plowed under 
Rutgers University has come up with 
a plastic bottle that promises to be 
the answer to landscape litter from 
cans and glass bottles. The university, 
located in New Brunswick, N.J., 
claims the bottles can be burned in 
an incinerator with no more pollution 
than from burning paper. Previous 
plastic containers were noted for giv- 
ing off toxic gases when burned.

read by sound 

An invention called an “Optophone” 
is allowing blind Britons to read by 
converting printed words into musical 
sounds by means of photoelectric 
cells. A light made up of six points 
moves across the

sents the letter, al- 
lowing blind to read.
